Petition Asking $15,300 is filed 
in U. S. Circuit Court at Cov- 
ington. 



A sensational suit for damages 
was filed in »the United States 
Court at Covington last week 
against some of the most promi- 
nent men in Bracken county, the 
sc.-ne of violent night rider 
v - jtitov les. The suit is brought by 
'W. S. Henderson, a former resi- 
dent of Augusta, Bracken county, 
but now in Cincinnati. There are 
18 defendants. 

Henderson's petition asks for 
$15,300 damages and sets forth 
that on December 30, 11)07, he 
bought of Lewis Kinney and Dan- 
iel Shepard 7,000 pounds of to- 
bacco. He alleges that the de- 
fendants, on the day that the 
tobacco was to be delivered at his 
place of business in Augusta, came 
to him armed and with threats of 
jodily harm and even death, 
forced him to cancel the contra 
he had made with Kinney a 
Shepard. 

He further alleges that they 
conspired to break up his business 
and that the defendants came to 
him armed and forced him to sign 
a contract to cease buying tobacco 
in Kentucky or anywhere else. 

These actions on the part of the 
defendants, he alleges, forced him 
to abandon his business and resi- 
dence in Kentucky, which he 
claims damaged him to the extent 
of $5,000. By torching him to 
quit buying tobacco in Kentucky 
he claims he was damaged to the 
extent of $10,000, and that he lost 
$300 when he was forced to cancel 
the contract with Kinney and 
Shepard.

CHURCH CHAINED IN 
EUROPEAN COUNTRIES 

Cardinal Gibbons Says Absolute 
Separation in America Con- 
duces to Religious Advance- 



The recent visit of Cardinal 
Gibbons has made an extraordi- 
nary impression upon Kome, and 
the common topic of conversation 
among Cardinals, prealates and 
churchmen of all degrees is one no- 
table utterance, in which he com- 
pared American with European 
conditions of Catholicity greatly 
to the detriment of the latter. 

Cardinal Gibbons ascribes most 
of the human drawbacks of Catho- 
licity in Europe to the ur.ion of 
the church and State, and most of 
the blessings of the church in 
America to the separation of the 
two powers. 

He declared he would not touch 
on Lite theory of the union, but as- 
| serts that the union which now 
exists between the church and 
State in most European countries 
is like a chain on the feet of the 
church, while in America the 
Government although formally 
separated from the church and the 
churches, is always willing to rec- 
ognize the interests of religion 
and show its respect Jor religious 
principles. 

"The American people," the 
Cardinal said, "consider religion 
as the basis of social morality and 
prosperity, hence it l aspects every 
organization that tends to keep 
these alive in public and private 
life."

Has Developed Leprosy--A Week 
in Washington Before He 
Knew What Ailed Him. 

There is leprosy in the District 
of Columbia. The plague victim 
is a young veteran of the Spanish 



His name is John R. Early, 35 
years old, whose home is in Lynn, 
N. C . where he has a wife and 
child. He came to Washington a 
few days ago, hoping to get a pen- 
sion as an ex-soldier. He is now 
confined in a tent heavily guarded. 
When Early arrived in Washing- 
ton he was taken sick on Friday 
afternoon. A physician was sent 
for. 

One look at the unhappy man 
and the doctor cried, "You are a 
leper." The lumpy forehead, 
knotted in places under the skin; 
the blotches of whitening flesh, a 
stiffness of the joints. The physi- 
cian at once notified the Health 
Department and the man was im- 
mediately removed. 

When seen Sunday afternoon 
the leper snt in front of his tent; 
head bowed, eyes bent on a small 
book he held in his swollen hands, 
"Yea, though I walk through the 
valley of the shadow of deatli 
His lips moved to the words. He 
was reading the twenty-third 
Psalm. 

Coatless he sat, with crossed 
knees. Upon the approach of the 
physician the leper folded his New 
Testament. 

In his face, lean, browned by 
the bronze tarnish of the tropics, 
there was nothing to revolt, noth- 
ing repulsive- until the eyes rested 
on his forehead. 

There the unclean shield of the 
oldest plague in the world spread 
itself from temple to temple un- 
Hauntingly. The leper touched it 
with his big fingers. "I know. 
The seat of death is there. I am 
obliged to you for coming to see 
me. I know now that I am a con- 
demned man— that the only ques- 
tion between me an eternity is 
'How far are we apart from each 
other?"' I am resigned. I sup- 
pose if I were not a Christian, if I 
did not have God with me to sus- 
tain and comfort me, I would yo 
insane, but I will not go insane. I 
can even be cheerful. I have a 
cetain length of life left to me. 
and those who see me will not find 
me weeping. 

"My unhappiness," he said, "is 
not for myself. I have a dear 
wife and little boy. He is only 7 
months old." 

During the progress of the 
Spanish-American War, Early was 
a private and saw duty in both 
Cuba and the Philippine. He is 
supposed to have contracted his 
dread disease in the Philippines, 
although he does not remember 
having come in contact with any 
leper. He served nine years in 
the regular army.

DEADIY TO WMIIETOP. 
Copperas Will Kill Off Trouble 



Tests with powdered sulphate of 
iron (copperas) in a twenty per 
cent solution have proved that it 
will kill whitetop— that weed that 
has been to farmers a great trouble. 

Prof. Garman, of the Kentucky 
Experiment Station, was asked to 
try the plan some time ago and did 
so. 

A one-horse spraying machii 
was sent to the State University 
and a field of whitetop was sprayed, 

The test is not yet conclusive a.< 
to the heavier or tougher weeds. 
Prof. Garman says he believes the 
solution will prove effectual with 
whitetop and will be ine xpensive.

hOLLAND BULB TRADE IMMENSE. 

Over 10.0C0 Acres Devoted to Raisin? 
Tulips and Hyacinths. 

An industry characteristic of the 
Netherlands is the raising of tulip 
and hyacinth bulbs. Attempts have 
been made In several parts of the 
world to grow these, but nowhere can 
the experiment be said to have been 
successful, as the proper kind of soil 
for propagation of perfect bulbs seems 
only to exist in the small space of ter- 
ritory between the cities of Leyden 
and Haarlem. 

This stretrh of country Is in reality 
the bottom of the old Haarlem sea, 
which was laid dry about the year 
1 sr.il. and this sea-bottnm dirt, a com- 
bination of sand and decomposed vege- 
tables and plants, appears to be the 
only soil capable of producing the 
flower bulbs mentioned. 

These bulbs are exported to all parts 
of the world; the demand is constantly 
increasing, and an increased area 13 
from year to year set apart to the cul- 
tivation of bulbs. The statistics for 
lf)06, the latest available, give this 
area as 1,(431 hectares, equal to 10,027 



USE LEAF AS A 8TIMULANT. 



Coca Is the South American Invig 
orr.nt. The shrub from which the coca 
leaves are obtained grows under fa- 
vorable conditions to a height of about 
four meters. It is cultivated In Peru 
and Bolivia. 

At the time the crop Is gathered 
the seeds are sown in beds, when they 
rermtaata and grow, and In two 
months the growing plants reach a 
height of about a foot. The leaves, 
grown In the proper sunlight and 
shnde. are yellowish, small and thick. 

This is the kind of leaf that Ib pre- 
ferred for chewing by persons using 
the leaf as a stimulant, fortifier and 
preventive of sleep and fatigue in the 
performance of arduous work. Inas- 
much as they prevent rheumatism, 
from which miners suffer when work- 
ing in mines that contain much water, 
[ndlani who masticate the leaves of 
this plant can work 24 hours without 
eating or sleeping. 

Coca leaves are used by the natives 
when engaged In long and fatiguing 
journeys and by soldiers when subject 
to hardships and privations. They 
may be used with all kinds of food and 
are said to cure dyspepsia, either 
taken as an infusion in the shape of 
tea or by masticating the leaves. The

Used by Frsnklln in Signing Declara- 
tion of Independence. 

George Edward McLeland, who lives 
at 2526 North New Jersey street. Indl- 
anapolis, does not have much use for 
a pen. Inasmuch a* he is not yet five 
years old, but he nevertheless has the 
most interesting pen In Indianapcl.s. 
It Is the one with which Benjamin 
Franklin signed the Declaration of 
Independence. His grandfather, Capt. 
George W. McLeland. who has passed 
his eighty-sixth birthday, has handed 
(he relic down to the younger George. 
Capt. McLeland received it from hia 
grandfather, Alexander McLeland, who 
was a" page In the coniinental con- 
gress. 

"Grandfather was a page in that 
historic congress," said the youthful 
George's 86-year-old grandfather, "and 
he was nicknamed 'Sandy' by its 
members. He gave me this pen, which 
is made of a wild turkey feather, wheu 
I last saw him at our home down in 
.Jefferson county. In 1831. 

"You see; I was only a shaver, about 
as big as young George there, when he 
gave It to me. He told me that all the 
men who signed the Declaration of In- 
dependence did not use the same pen, 
and that when Franklin signed It he 
turned to him and said: 'Here. Sandy, 
von take this and keep it, and now 
hid along and tell the sexton to ring 
the bell,' and he then, with this pen 
In his hand. ha*tened out to the old 
man at the bell, and the first music of 
liberty rang out on the air.

If It were always daytime, we should 
never sleep. So says a scientist, ac- 
cording to Answers. There Is no par- 
ticular reason why we, or any other 
nnimals, should rest, on an average. 
•Ight or nine hours a day. 

The period of rest has been deter- 
mined by the fact that eight hours Is 
tie average time when there Is 
lack of sufficient light to enable us to 
move about In comfort. 

This most fundamental distinction 
between night and day is wholly rela 
tlve to the sense of sight. It only 
affects those types of life which have 
developed eyes. 

Plants, being dependent for their 
growth upon the action of rays of sun- 
light which fall upon their leaves, 
have a wide distinction between day 
and night functions. 

They eat and digest In the light, 
and grow during the hours of dark- 

The lowest forms of animal life— 
the sightless denizens of ocean depths 
— do not rest at regular Intervals. 
They prowl around Incessantly, seek- 
ing prey by the sense of touch alone. 
When they rest, it Is at Irregular pe- 
riods. In other words, they have no 
distinct periodicity of their own. 

Hut as soon as eyes are developed, 
and In proportion to this development, 
animals begin to divide their time Into 
two main portions— a waking an 
•leeplng time. While there Is light 
they perform all motive functions.

Has No Sympathy for Assailants 
of Women, But Pleads For 
Christian Civilization. 

The New York World prints a 
signed statement from Booker T. 
Washington, in which the eminent 
Negro educator comments at 
length upon recent lynching*. In 
his statement Mr. Washington 
says: 

"Within the past sixty days 
twenty-five Negroes have been 
lynched in different parts of the 
United States.;^ Of this number 
only four of the twenty-five were 
even charged with criminal assault 
upon women. How long can our 
Christian civilization stand this < 
I am making no special plea for 
the Negro, innocent or guilty, but 
I am calling attention to the dan- 
ger that threatens our civilization. 

"For the Negro criminal, and 
especially for the Negro loafer, 
gambler and drunkard, I have 
nothing but the severest condem 
nation, and no legal punishment is 
too severe for the brute that as- 

ults a woman. 

"No doubt the people who en- 
gage in lynching*, and excuse 
them, believe that 'they will have 
the effect of striking terror to the 
guilty. But who shall say wheth- 
er the persons lynched are guilty I 
That is what courts are for. 
Those who have examined into the 
facts know only too w^pll that in 
the wild justice of the mob it is fre- 
quently the innocent man who is 
executed. Mob justice undermines 
the very foundation upon which 

r civilization rests, vjz., respect 
for the law and confidence of its 
security. There are, in my opin- 
ion two,.remedies. 

"First of all, let us unite in a 
determined effort everywhere to 
see that the law is enforced; that 
all people at all times and all pin 
ces see that the man charged with 
crime is given a fair trial. 

"Second — Let all good citizens 
unite in an effort to rid the com- 
munities, especially thejlarge cities 
of the idle, viciot s and gambling 
element. 

"And in this connection it would 
not be just and would not be frank 
unless I stated that the better of 
the black race could use their in- 
fluence, especiallyl in the cities, to 
see that the idlc'elemerit that lives 
by its wits withoutfpermanent or 
reliable occupation or place of 
abode is either reformed or gotten 
rid of in some manner. In most 
cases it is this element that fur- 
lishes the powder of these explo- 
sions. "

The pride of every citizen in 
Kentucky should be humbled to 
the dust by a perusal of Gov. Will- 
son's statement with regard to the 
notorious condition of affairs in 
Bracken county. It is going very 
far indeed for a Governor to ad- 
vise citizens to get their rifles down 
from the racks above their doors 
and defend their homes from out- 
laws, with the assurance that they 
will not be punished by the State 
if they succeed in killing the de- 
stroyer of personal liberty and 
private property. ' 

Only once in the history of th< 
State has a governor gone so far a; 
to suggest that the time had conn 
when the only means of overthrow 
ing the hoodlum element controll 
ing the courts and terrorizing hon- 
est men, was for honest men to 
arm and shoot to kill. That sug- 
gestion was made privately. How 
it was carried out is a matter of 
history (in the extermination of 
the Craig Tolliver clan at More- 
head.— Ed.) 

But Gov. Willson does not go 
farther than to urge self-defense. 
This may possible result in benefits 
to the State, as it is a service of 
notice upon county governments 
that if they can prostitute the 
offices to save night riders from 
just punishment they can at least 
be prevented from using the courts 
to inflict unjust punishment upon 
citizens who defend their homes 
against night riders. 

It is unfortunate and disgraceful 
that it has become necessary for 
the Governor of a State in a civil- 
ized country to issue such a proc- 
lamation, and its issuance is not 
unattended by the risk of disorder 
resulting from the acts of persons 
seeking to take improper advantage 
of it, but in the circumstances it 
rests with county officers to begin 
at the eleventh hour to discharge 
their duties, or to shoulder respon- 
sibility for what may occur as a 
result of their continued declina- 
tion to regard their oaths of office. 
Certainly in the advance of protec- 
tion by the constituted authorities 
every citizen is fully justified in 
protecting himself and his home. — 
Courier-Journal.
